“T don’t think Beggs has much, if 
iny, of the preferred stock, but my 
impression is he holds some of the 
common.”

rat he expected to go into the reorgan- 
ived St. Louis Car Co., contingent, how- 
ever, on that corporation raising certain 
funds. Just what has been done in that 
inatter I do not know.” 

In regard to the reports of a dividend 
cut in Railways preferred, Campbell 
said: 

“The report of Haskill & Sells, the 
accountants, may be submitted at Tues- 
day afternoon’s meeting, although that 
is entirely problematical.

Property Not for Sale. 

Campbell denied a report current 
in financial circles that the American 
Light and Traction Co., of which 
Emerson McMillin of New Yorx is 
president, and in which Campbell is 
heavily interested, is contemplating 
the purchase of the United Railways 
propertios, 

‘The UWhited Railways is not for 
sale,” he added. 

Rallways preferred has declined 
within a year from $74 to $56 a share. 
The earnings have been well main- 
tained, but the operating expenses 
have been unusually heavy. The stock

CHICAGO, Sept. 13.—J. Ogden Ar- 
mour, Louis F. Swift, Edward Morris 
and Edward Tilden, the Big Four of 
the Chicago Beef Trust, were arraigned 
this morning on indictments returned 
late yesterday afternoon by a Federal 
grand jury. They are charged with he- 
ng in a’ combination in restraint of 
trade in violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law, which they are charged with 
having entered in a conspiracy to crush 
competitors and arbitrarily fix the price 
of meat to the consumer. 

Under section 2 of the Sherman anti- 
trust law, conviction will make them 
liable to a year in prison or a fine of 
$000, or both, at the discretion of the 
court. 

In addition to the Big Four, six lesser 
lights in the Beef Combine were in- 
dicted. No corporation was named in 
the indictments. 

Bench warrants were issugd for the 
indicted packers last night, but were 
not served, as all agreed to be in court 
this morning and furnish bond The 
attorneys for the packers are John 5. 
Miller, who once obtained for them the 
famous “immunity bath,” and Levy 
Mayer. 

It is expected two more meat pack- 
ers will be indicted by the Federal 
grand jury. The additional indictments, 
it is intimated, may not come until] the 
10 men already named have given bond. 
Each must provide $10,000 personal bond 
on each indictment, Judge Landis re- 
fusing to admit surety companies as 
bondsmen. 

There are three indictments against 
each, all based upon the Sherman anti- 
trust law. The first indictment charges 
that the defendants, during the last 
three vears, have engaged in a combi- 
nation in restraint of Interstate trade in 
fresh meats, which has had for its ob- 
ject the elimination of competition be- 
tween the Swift, Armour and Morris 
groups of defendants in the purchase 
of live cattle, sheep and hogs, and in 
the sale throughout the United States 
of fresh meats. 

The National Packing Co. was used 
to get information in all markets 
as to what branch managers were do- 
ing. This information being sent to the 
Chicago office of the National at the 
end of each week, where {t was acces- 
sible to the defendants, they being di- 
rectors of the National, and used by 
them as the basis of orders for the next 
week's business. 

The second .indictment is practically 
the same as the first, except that it 
charges the defendants with engaging 
in a conspiracy instead of in a combi- 
nation In restraint of trade. 

The third indictment charges that the 
defendants have monopolized the trade 
in fresh meats by certain unlawful 
means: First, by means of the compbi- 
nation. for eliminating competition in 
the ptirchase ef cattle and in the sale 
ot fresh meats described in the first in- 
dictment; second, by ‘conducting the 
business of the National Packing Co. 
itself in harmony in All respects with 
the business of Swift, Armour and Mor- 
ris; third, by removing the New York 
Butchers’ Dressed Meat Co. from the 
field of competition by means of pur- 
chasing stock in that company from

Kissing Shown on Cards. 

The photo-series of the couple kiss- 
ing in a hammock conatitutes a viola- 
tion of the law, in the opinion of all 
three of the authorities to whom sam- 
ples were shown. One of the sam- 
ples was bought at the postcard rack 
on Broadway and Olive, and the other 
from the rack on Broadway at Pine. 
There are half a dozen pictures in the 
series. The policemen have turned 
over specimens of all of them to 
Chief Young. 

The drawing of a mosquito on a 
feminine ankle, with a suggestive 


and Olive, was classed as unlawful by 
Anderson, and Young and Mayer took 
the same view. Anderson and Mayer 


;did not regard as obscene a tinted 


photograph of a couple kissing in a 
forest, but Chief Young thought a 
case might possibly be “made” on it. 

Of other cards bought at Broadway 
and Pine, two were classed as improper 
by Anderson’ on account of suggestive 
printing on them. Mayer said neither 
of these would pass unchallenged 
through the mails, in his opinion. Chief 
Young was in doubt about one of them, 
but the other he did not regard as in 
violation of the law. A photograph of 
a bathing girl wringing out her ab- 
breviated skirt passed the inspection of 
all three. 

Opinions Differ on Pictures, 

“The Supreme Court has passed defi- 
initely on what constitutes obscenity in 
printed matter,’’ said Mayer, “but in 
pictures there is greater room for vari- 
ance of opinion. It is sometimes dif- 
ficult for courts to draw the line be- 
tween art, or what is intended as art, 
and obscenity. 

“To my mind, there is nothing im- 
proper about the statue of ‘The Greek 
Slave’ at Washington. It is art, and 
does not arouse evil thoughts. But the 
moment you photograph that statue and 
put it on a postcard it becomes obscen- 
ity. The ee ts wholly differ- 
ent. 

"The exhibition of such picturés as 
those exhibited to me here i{ncreases 
crime. It is to such cards and to mov- 
ing picture shows whére crime and vio- 
lence are shown, that train robberies 
and many other actual orimes are due. 
The movement to stop the exhibition and 
sale of them is good.” 

Chief Young observed that some of 
the pictures submitted to him were 
“wood for $300,"" méaning that they prob- 
ably would cause the imposition of the 
maximum fine if used as évidénce in a 
police court. An h said he would be 
giad to prosecute the offenders if they 
were brought into his court. 

The ordinance tenritg ~ oN matter 
is found in Section 1816 of the Municipal 
Code, and says, in part: 

“Any person who shall, in this city, 
exhibit, sell or offer to sell any inde- 
cent * * * book, picture, or other 
tting * * * shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdeméanort and upon conviction 
thereof shall be fined not less than $10 
mor more than $300."

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 13.—The Re- 
rublican State platform being formulat- 
ed stradd!e both the 


liquor question and the insurgency 
movement, according to politicians who 
have been in conference with Gov. Had- 
ley and Otto Stifel, who are the plat- 
form makers. 

The Governor and Stifel held a long 
conference this morning. Each had a 
platform he wished adopted by the 
convention. Politicians say they di 
not differ greatly in their attitude on 
the important questions. 

Stifel is not particularly interested in 
insurgency. Hadley favors an indorse- 
ment of the Taft administration in the 
measures enacted, and expresses confi- 
dence that other party pledges will be 
carried out before the administration 
closes. Hadley said today he was 
‘still a progressive and not an insur- 
gent.”’ 

Hadley and Stifel are very close on 
the liquor question. Hadley’s platform 
commends the State administration for 
the liquor measures introduced at the 
last session of the Legislature. 

Hadley Favors Local Option. 

These were bills providing for district 
local option in the cities. Stifel said 
this afternoon he favored ‘“‘home rule” 
in dealing with the liqtior question, 
permitting each community, whether 
county or city ward, to determine for 
itself whether it favored prohibition 
within its own IHmits. The platform 
will commend the police of cities, mak- 
ing the contention that honest elections 
have been brought about by the Hadley 
administration control of the police. The 
enforcement of the excise laws will also 
be commended. 

Charles D. Morris of St. Joseph, a 
stand-patter, but a friend of Gov. Had- 
ley, was today elected chairman of the 
Republican State Committee to succeed 
Walter 8. Dickey. There was no oppo- 
sition’ to his election. Homer B. Mann 
of Kansas City was made -temporary 
chairman in the absence of Walter S.

along the line.

dom, where recently adverse weather 
prevailed, the breaking of the drouth 
in’ Argentinue and favorable re- 
port from Russia, indicating supplies 
large, stocks increasing and the new

NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—There will b 
a bunch of thrills Thursday and Satur- 
day evenings at the L A. A. C., when 
the metropolitan boxing championships 
are held.

Terry was a 
bantamweight then, and how he did 
wade through the list of opposing ban- 
tams. That was his start in the game, 
for a dozen managers were after him 
immediately after the tournament and 
he had plenty of chances to gather real 
coin. 

Al Kaufman began fighting as an ama- 
teur. So did Jack O’Brien, ‘Tommy 
Burns, Frankie Neil, Jack O'Neil, Ed- 
aie Hanlon, Young Corbett and even 
Tom Sharkey. Of course, Tom was al- 
ways after the coin, even as an ama- 
teur In the navy. 

Coast Boxing on the Rocks. 

Jimmy Coffroth seems to think that 
the boxing game is in trouble out West. 
Not ‘that James worries at all. He has 
made enough money, through having 
the inside track for a few years, to re- 
tire and spend the rest of his time 
traveling.

Earle Points Out Continu- 
ance of Wrongs Makes Him 
a “Second President.” 





In today’s article, George H. Earle, 
without attempting to analyze mo- 
tives, reviews the results of the re 
fusal of Theodore Roosevelt, when

Judgment of Courts and People.

“I have written the President and 
your department again and again 
that we hold this evidence, and a 
mass of it, and have again and again 
requested that it be examined, so 
that I may excuse myself from any 
responsibility from your not having 
understood that the Knight case and 
the present case have absolutely 
nothing in common. «I ask you to as- 
sume no personal responsibility, to 
originate or contend for nothing new 
on behalf of the people: nothing, in- 
deed, but that you enforce the law 
as it has already been determined by

‘My greatest misfortune has been 
that I could not only not get you to 
consider more than a single case, but 
what is worse, that that case is not 
only the very earliest; but the only 
one in favor of the trusts! Won't 
you oblige me by a short considera- 
tion of those later decisions, rendered 
after more’ mature deliberation? * * ® 
The Knight case and the present have 
no single fact in common, except that 
it is the same conspiring company 


the public. © * ® 


“But I fear that I weary you. I am 
certain as to the facts, which can be 
established, and which are at your dis- 
posal. I feel sure that the decided 
cases have been based upon precisely 
similar facts, although in none of them 
have the lawbreakers been so bold and 
defiant. If these facts and this hasty 
review of the law do not convince you, 
I can do no more than leave the matter 
to the judgment of the courts and of 
the people.’’ 


Beneficial to Roosevelt. 


And that have I done, and do I now 
do; and, so far as the courts are con- 
cerned, successfully. For, however much 
berated by ardent agitators, they have 
stood true, through claiming neither 
popularity nor praise; and should the 
people be but half true to themselves, 
this nightmare of folly must soon pass 
away. 


And now to the end of my task! I 
have said that the course pursued by 
Mr. Roosevelt has been largely bene- 
ficial to him and to the trusts, what- 
ever his intentions, concerning which I, 
at, least, shall not inquire, for I but 
charge him with what his own admin- 
istration did. . 


That it may be known whether what I 
say is true can best be ascertained by 
making a few inquiries, founded upon 
what has actually occurred. 


First, take the Knight case. If, as 
Rooseveltj so strenuously says, it was 
wrongly decided and that the Court 
would probably correct it, what @id the 
safety of our Government require? A 
rehearing, another case directly ques- 
tioning it, or, failing that, legislation, or 
even constitutional amendment—any or 
al] of these things? Or years of delay, 
and then, only after his official power 
was ended, so intemperate an attack 
upon the members of the highest court 
in the land, which must unsettle confi- 
dence and bring the distress that fol- 
lows it. 


It-must be understood that though I 
place the blame with those whose duty 
ii was to supply the evidence, whether 
it be of fact or economio expertence, 
which the Supreme Court said [t needed 
in the Knight case, the result of leaving 
the matter there, and even citing that 
case as a protection for those inflicting 
this wrong from governmental inter 
ference, has made it quite as great an 
evil as Roosevelt proclaims it. In- 
deed, I thought it greater far than his 
cwn administration; for, instead of 
using it as an excuse for letting the evil 
go on, I tried to remedy it. 


Calls Criticism Ill-Titmed. 


And again, suppose this decision stil] 
tc be such a continuing menace to free 
government; and, yet, with the Court 
inclined to remedy it, as Roosevelt 
tells us; and with rehearings in two 
great cases, involving the very question 
pending before that court; and then 
suppose, taking his own view, that the 
Attorney-General has to appeal in this 
most vital matter to “fossilized” minds 
—not, as I think, men too great-minded 
and patriotic to be affected by such wild 
abuse—is it, in the case he believes 
exists, dealing with the class of men 
he describes, going to help them to that 
coolness of mind, that calm considera- 
tion, necessary to procure a reversal of 
opinion formed even on fnadequate ar- 
gument, to thus assail them? Even 
yielding to his opinion sufficiently to 
consider them governed by the usual] 
promptings of men instead of being the 
exceptional men they are. Do we not 
all naturally spring to our own defense 
when iIntemperately and vituperative- 
ly assailed? ~- - 

Taking the case eas he states it, who 
is he helping by making this discus- 
sion intemperate? The people, free gov- 
ernment—or the trusts? When men are 
attacked is not self-defense the first 
impulse? When reasoned with, they

attempting in each case to defraud

sefeguard, ‘“‘vituperation” our danger, 
if he be right? 

Take a third case. It must be admit- 
ted that long before toosevelt was 
President the trusts had begun to ex- 
cite both anxiety and :egislation. Roose- 
velt has said the way to stop corporate 
wrongs is to punish corporate officers. 
Why was this not the course adopted 
by him then, instead of simply asking 
admonitory injpnctions, which but toid 
the trusts to be good, prohibiting, not 
punishing or making dangerous, the do- 
ing of things which were inimical to 
the public welfare? 

Best for the Trust. 

Again, when the actions of a particu- 
lar trust had so wrought up the people 
that, if not necessary, some action 
would at least be popular, suppose evi- 
dence of frauds against underlings had 
been found, not implicating the “rich 
malefactors” sufficiently for prosecu- 
tion; and further evidence were found, 
and without cost of effort offered to 
the Government—what course would be 
most safe for these “rich malefactors?”’ 
Intense activity against the dock hands, 
or @ prompt examination of this fur- 
ther evidence? 

Or, again, suppose an officer of a 
court of justice reported to the Presi- 
dent and his Attorney-General that he 
had a@ mass of documentary proofs 
against the trust, would it be best for 
that trust that the Government should 
carefully examine that evidence for 
itself, and with its great control of 
legal talent determine whether the law 
eould be invoked, or to completely neg- 
lect to even look at the evidence and 


views of those who held it, justifying 
non-action, solely by references to a 
singel case that we have Mr. Roose- 
velt’s high authority as being wrongly 
decided and against present tendencies? 

But take another case. Suppose there 
were a case where justice could be done 
but for a single erroneous decision, 
which it: was believed would be correct- 
ed by the Court—and, indeed, that an 
individual was actually testing the law 
on that very subject, though through 
the slow procedure open to him; and 
suppose that during the pendency of 
that case the statute of limitations was 
running out, and that was brought to 
the attention of the Government, would 
it not then be best, ‘even though the 
Government would not take part, leav- 
ing the protection of .popvflar rights to 
mere outsiders, in so vital a test to at 
least bring a suit and let it lie, that, 
should those outsiders win, the stat- 
ute of Mmitations could not be pleaded? 


- A Second President. 

And now let me ask you how all this 
could benefit Roosevelt? What but a 
continuance of these wrongs has made 
him a sort of second President of the 
United States, a censor of al) that he 
chooses? His friends call him a reme- 
dier of wrongs; his critics might be- 
lieve him an able agitator. Whichever 
view be correct, ,the field for his pe- 
culiar talents must depend upon the 
continuance of abuses. With no ‘“fos- 
sils,”” no giant evils to be attacked, 
could it be profitable to any corpora- 
tion to pay his expenses? Were the 
people entirely happy and contented, 
would he not be a much less exciting 





confine itself to letters combating the 


personality. ‘‘Electrifying’’ would be al- 





most impossible. He could not dare lay 
his" desecrating hand even upon our 
highest court! 

But the trusts are a real and most 
unsettling evil. Nothing disturbs the 
average home-loving American so much 
as to have that one place made un- 
comfortable, and how can comfort pre- 
side, reach its fullest fruition there, if 
through continued trust exactions each 
wife finds it more difficult to live on 
what before was sufficient; each hus- 
band, under intreasing difficulties, has 
to find more than what he had learned 
to think was sufficient, if well man- 
aged? 

I predict it will be found that the 
greatest political prophet of the times 
was the poor working man who was s0 
vigorously jerked about and locked up 
after telling Roosevelt that the people 
would pay for his trip. They are,’ in- 
deed, already paying for it, as industry 
slackens and enterprise dies, as it al- 
ways must when the safeguards of lib- 
erty are attacked; for it should be 
known of all men that if the Supreme 
Court judges may be justly likened to 
stone, it is solely because they are the 
solid foundations upon which our Con- 
stitution and the liberty it assures. rest.

The fact that the school enrollment in the open- 
ing week reached a total of 73,327, a large in- 
crease over last year, would be gratifying if it 
indicated an actual] attendance of anything like 
‘ that number of children during the session. But 
the annual reports of the Board of Education 
show that opening week figures are misleading. 
According to the board’s report for, 1908-1909, 
the actual increase in the number of pupils for 
that year over the previous year was only 2935 
and the showing in previous years was as un- 
6Batisfactory. A very large number who put 
in an appearance during the first school week 
fail to keep up their attendance. 

This falling off in attendance is doubtless re- 
sponsible for the fact that, of the 1500 chil- 
dren over 14 years of age who were granted 
certificates enabling them to go to work, seven- 
eighths of whom were native born, the aver- 
age grade reached in school was only the fifth. 
This means a stunted educational growth and 
a very heavy handicap in the industrial race. 

London, England, and a number of American 
cities have. almost entirely put a stop to this 
irregular attendance and failure to keep the chil- 
dren up to grade. By a complete house-to-house 
census of all children of school age, and by a 
very persistent and inquisitorial system of fol- 
lowing up delinquent pupils, the children who 
are wel] enough to attend school are kept at ed- 
ucational work. St. Louis has a school census 
every five years, but it 
reports that it frequently happens that, when a 
child moves, he is lost sight of for weeks. The 
kind of census needed is a continuous following 
up and keeping in touch with every child of 
school age and subject to the compulsory edu- 
cation law. 
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Patterson’s withdrawal from the race for the 
governorship has muddled politics in Tennessee 
but it has left the air clesrar. 
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PATTERSON’S RETIREMENT. 

Patterson’s retirement from the political cam- 
paign in Tennessee is a striking evidence of 
the force exerted by public sentiment when di- 
rected resolutely to a clearly defined object. The 
scowling Governor has not waited for the vote 
to be taken. He has felt in advance the wrath 
of an aroused people and has fled before it. 
The chief object of the reform campaign has 
thus been attained before the campaign is fairly 
open. 

The significance of the victory should not be 
cverlooked. What public sentiment has achieved 
in Tennessee in this case, it can achieve else- 
where if it be equally resolute and clear-sighted. 
If evil bosses hold office and power in any 
American community, it is solely because of a 
lack of a proper public sentiment on the side 
of decency and good government. : 

So long as men condone bribery and graft as 
“practical politics,” so long as they: pardon crime 
because of good fellowship or partisan associa- 
tions, just so long will evil prevail. But when 
public sentiment ceases to be weak and flabby, 
when it no longer drivels over platitudes, but 
directs itself with the vigor of a genuine wrath 
toward the purification of the politics of any 
city or state, the victory will be both sure and 
swift. Rarely will the evil bosses await the 
shock. Like Patterson they will quit as soon as 
they realize the danger ahead. 
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If Roosevelt were ambitious to succeed Diaz 
in Mexico he would get into jail. 
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HENRY WATTERSON’S VIEWS. 

Asked what he thought of the political situa- 
tion, Col. Watterson in a special interview by a 
member of the staff, published in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch, said: “There is not much to it 
except Roosevelt.” Though the interview was 
long and the questions varied, and though the 
Colonel was interesting at every phase of the 
talk, this was the burden of his discourse: “In 
hot campaigns, gospels count for little; flesh 
and blood for everything.” 

We are confronted, according to the Colonel, 
by a personality and not by either a theory or a 
condition. Roosevelt is now trying to “Bryan- 
ize” the Republican party. Should he succeed in 
that, he will attempt to “Mexicanize” the Re- 
public. He will be a Diaz. He will govern us for 
our welfare according to his conscience and not 
according to the Constitution. 

That Col. Watterson has a correct view of the 
immediate situation is indisputable. Roosevelt is 
just now the only issue above the political hori- 
zon. Speculation is interested solely in whether 
or no he will be able to dominate his party. But 
these conditions are not going to remain long 
without undergoing a marked change, The next 
House will undoubtedly be Democratia, and as a 
consequence there will at once arise a Demo- 
eratic candidate too formidable to be overlooked, 
Thus while there may be a good chance for 
Roosevelt to dominate the Republican party, we 
_ pee no probability that he will “Mexicanize” the 
. ic, In the end the gospel 
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THE LANDSLIDE STARTED. 
Maine’s Democratic victory 1s a political revo- 
lution. 
A Democratic Governor is elected for the first 
time in thirty years—a son of the last Democratic 


Governor. | 
For the first time since the beginning of the 


Civil War Maine’s Republican representation in 
Congress is utterly broken and shattered. Two 
Democrats will sit in the House. The Legislature 
is probably lost and a Democrat will succeed 
Eugene Hale in the United States Senate. 

This is the most tremendous political upheaval 
that has taken place in any distinctively New 
England state since Abraham Lincoln was nomi- 
nated for President. It foreshadows overwhelm- 
ing Republican disaster throughout the country 
on Nov. 8. 

If the Republicans cannot hold Maine, what 
can they do in Ohio? What can they do in Indi- 
ana? What can they do in New York? What can 
they do in any state where there is a strong, ag- 
gressive Democratic party? 

Republican managers have been careful to ex- 
plain that the campaign in Maine was made on 
State issues. In one sense this is true, but the 
principal issue was Republican extravagance, an 
issue which is nation-wide. The Republican party 
is turned out of power in Maine because it wasted 
the public revenue, because it has spent the 
money of the people. What can the Republican 
party in the country say on that issue, with this 
year’s appropriations by Congress aggregating 
$1,098,847,1842 With the National Government 
costing $3,567,685.66 for every working day in the 
year? 

It is well that the Maine election turned on the 
issue of extravagance, for it shows that the public 
is at last aroused to the vital importance of that 
question. It shows that in meeting it voters can 
no longer be led astray by the old shop-worn 
appeals to blind, deaf and dumb partisanship. 

But the Maine election shows far more than 
this. It is a new measure of growing discon- 
tent with Republican administration. There is 
a new order of things. Republican extravagance, 
Republican corruption, Republican partnership 
with corporations, Republican jingoism, Roose- 
veltism and all the evils that come out of the 
long-established domination are finally bearing 
their ripe fruit. Maine read the declaration of 
the New Nationalism—and voted the Democratic 
ticket. It is the first dash of the landslide. 
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In the Beef Trust prosecution Judge Landis 
pointed out the right trail when he urged the 
grand jury to find the men in the devious lines of 
corporate crookedness and indict them. The way 
to stop corporate crime is to punish the guilty 
men. 
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THE MAN THAT FLIES.
